machine in the world is the Super-' 
marine Napier S5 which has. a.top 
speed of 819.5 miles an hour, but 
the new craft now ‘being designed 
are expected to attain’360 m-p.h.

finement of stream-lining, ° The 
power. of the engine will, of course, 
be. incrensed, but. increase of en- 
gine power alone—unless it is, 
practically doubled—will ‘not “en- 
able the machines to attain the dé 
sired: speed of six miles a minute.

It is announced by the Ministry. 
of Agriculture that from the begin- 
ning of “1999. cats are to be de- 
prived of the peculiar’ status cand 
privileges they have been ‘allowed 
hitherto by His Britannic Majesty's 
Government. Till now . foreign 
cats have been allowed a privilege 
greater . than ; that "extended . to 
foreign ‘dogs’ or even’ foreign 
humans. ‘They -have been required 
to produce no passport ‘or account 
of their charactors and lives, and 
they have been ‘allowed to come in- 
to England at their owner's 
whim and fancy without. so much, 
as a ‘by your leave.” * ‘ 

But now they have fallen from a 
high estate and aven to. the condi- 
tion of foreign dogs. After Janu- 
ary Ist next .‘'no cat or: other 
feline animal brought to ‘Great 
titain from any other country ex- 
cept Ireland, the Channal Islands, 
|and the Isle of Man may be: Jand- 
ed jn Great Britain,”’.as the cum- 
brous official ‘statement has it, 
‘Cunless its landing -has . been 
authorised by. a licence from the 


Ministry of Agriculture. previous-.
